The 
Hindu members of the Board requested the Vice-Chairman to" 
suspend the demolition, and- Babu Ishwari Prasad Singh sent 
telegrams to the higher authorities, but in vain. The Babu is, no 
doubt, to blame for not obtaining permission from the Board 
for rebuilding the temple. But as the temple was situated in a 
remote position, and in no way interfered with the public health 
or convenience, and even no private house was situated in its 
neighbourho od, the demolition of the temple, which has occa+ 
sioned widespread grief among the Hindu community, was 
unjustifiable. If the version of the story as given in native 
‘ewspapers is ‘cprrect, the proceeding is really calculated to. 
remind the people of the days of Aurangzeb’s rule, as has been 
justly observed by a correspondent. Itis a matter of satis-
